I am hoping that the collective wisdom of the list can help with a project 
I have in mind. 


I need an octal based tube which must be either of the following: 


1) A pentode/triode with separate connections to all elements (no cathode 


connected internally to grid three) AND the triode section must have all 
three elements connected to separate pins. 


The pentode's grid three must be connected to one of the filament 
pins, and one element of either section must be connected to a top 
connection. This one would have to be a double-ended tube. 


2) A dual-diode/triode with all elements brought out to separate 

pins EXCEPT that one of the diode cathodes CAN be connected to one of the 
filament pins, AND there must be separate cathodes for all sections , i.e. 
three cathodes. 


This tube could be either single or double-ended.

Commerce is an interesting thing. Most of us wouldn't blink if a close 
friend asked us to make a copy of a manual that they needed, and also 
wouldn't blink if a stranger offered us $10 for the same priviledge. (We've 
gotten used to the idea that friends deserve favors and strangers pay 
cash.) 


If I pay someone $20 for an origional (as I have done), assuming the 
copyright has expired, [which is generally true of publications that were 
in print prior to 1960 and were not renewed on the deadline in 1966 or 
thereabouts], I can easily make back my "investment" by selling a few 
copies for a few dollars each. When done, I still have the origional, and 
a some folks are happier for having the relatively rare technical data they 
need for their radio. In that case I think I'm mostly helping out a few 
friends and strangers and maybe taking a small payment for my efforts/copy 
costs. 


On the other hand, when I buy a manual for a radio I don't own, with the 
intent of making copies and selling them, then I think I'm in the manual 
business. That too is 0.K. as there are obviously more radios around than 
manuals for them. (Find a niche market and fill it!)

Greetings all - 


Since I've looked into this recently, I'll pass on what I've learned about 
copyrights: 


According to the 1978 law, the term of copyrights on works created and 
published or registered before January 1, 1978 was basically 28 years. So 
the first thing is to check and see if the work was copyrighted prior to 
1950. If so, there is a chance 

that it's public domain, as the copyright had to be be renewed *duringx the 
28th year of coverage. 


If the copyrights were not renewed, the work fell into the public domain. 


If the last copyright date is after 1/1/64, you are probably out of luck 
until at least 2011. (47 years) 


However, this means there is a large body of works that were published 
before 1950 
that could be public domain. 


So, check those manual copyright dates and let's be careful out there.

Hello- 


I've been following the discussion about copying manuals because of a 
recent personal experience. 


A few months ago I bought an ART-13. (I'd like to mention that I am 
grateful to this day for the friendly advice I received from members of this 
list.) One of the first things I needed was a manual, of course, and I 
ordered a "partial repro" from a commercial outfit. 


What I received sure was partial- only a small fraction of the full 
manual- and poorly reproduced, being either an (n)th generation copy or the 
product of an inadequate copy machine. I felt sorta ripped off, but didn't 
make a stink about it because I had got good deals from this outfit in the 
past. 


Soon after that, I found that a friend of mine had an xoriginalx 
manual that he was willing to loan to me for copying. It's a substantial 
manual, but I copied it page by page (tedious!) on a good machine to produce 
a "master" copy. (I reduced the 11" x 17" fold-outs to 8.5" x 11", except for 
the schematic which I copied separately at full size.) From that "master" I 
produced a double-sided "working copy" that I use at the workbench, which 
again is complete and still far more legible than the "partial repro" I had 
paid for previously. 


So here I am- if anyone is interested, I'm offering copies of the 
ART-13 operation and maintenance manual for the cost of copying at Kinko's 
plus the cost of postage. (I'll throw in my time since this is a hobby, and 
maybe someone will do the same for me someday.) If anyone is interested, send 
me an email and I'll post a firm (copying + postage) price on the list. 


My $0.02 on the copyright issue: In general, I agree with those who 
have said that copyrights, even old ones or neglected ones, should be 
respected. The company I work for depends on the concept of "intellectual 
property" for its very existence. Speaking only for myself, I wouldn't give 
or receive copies of documents that ARE available from their original 
publishers. In the case of obsolete documents I would want to have documented 
(!) that a good faith effort to obtain permission was ignored if xany* money 
was going to change hands.

The 1909 Law provided for two terms, the first term was 28 years, the 
second 47. The renewal application xhad*x to be filed xduring* the 28th year 
of the first term. The 1909 law was in effect until 1978, when the current 
law came into effect. 


In 1992 the law was ammended to xautomaticallyx grant the second term (47 
years) for works that received their xfirst*« registration between 1/1/64 
and 12/31/77. This means that works registered between 1/1/64 and 12/31/77 
are automatically covered for a total of 75 years. 


(So, if your owners manual was created or first published between January 
1, 1964 and December 31, 1977, you are out of luck until 75 years from it's 
creation date or registration date.) 


If your manual was created, or first registered, x*beforex January 1, 1964, 
it's copyright xmayx have expired 28 years after it's creation or 
registration date. (Nothing created or registered in 1964 or later will go 
public until at least 2039.) 


So, pre-1964 may be fair game IF the copyright holder failed to renew the 
registration in the 28th year. (1991 for works created in 1963). I'd say 
that's a fair bet for companies that are long gone. (Hallicrafters, Swan, 
etc.) and may be an even bet for ones that are still in business. Most 

companies are too busy filing new invention disclosures and copyrights to 


update their rights on 28 year old stuff. I'd be interested to hear from 
any RCA or Sylvania employees with first hand knowledge on the matter. 


I recently discovered that Sylvania xhad* let the copyright lapse on their 
1946 Tube Technical Manual and was thinking of making up a few dozen copies 
for listmembers. Last week I saw that Lindsey is now re-printing it. I 
don't know if it was a lucky guess, but it sure killed my plans.

The 6146B and 'W have 35W plate dissipation rating as opposed to 25 W = 
for the 6146 and 6146A. 

The 6146W are simply 6146B's rated Mil-Spec, (or JAN rated) .=20 
Generally speaking, for CW service, you'll get about the same power = 


output from all of them. The 6146B's were recommended more for SSB = 
service, and lower IM products.

Al, I'd replace C521, a 2uf cap that is shunted to ground in the medium AGC 
position. It is 

also used in slow AGC, but is then switched to the plate of the integrator 
tube (triode) that essentially 

serves aS a Capacitance multiplier. It is disconnected in fast AGC. 


The 2uf cap is originally a non-polar, but you may be able to get by with a 
tantalum or other 

low leakage electrolytic with the positive end connected to the AGC switch. 
Experiment 

with values here if you have time.. I have yet to hear of anybody who likes 
the original 

time constants in the 390A. Refer to several ER articles on revamping the 
AGC circuits to 

speed up the attack time and provide a better selection of decay time 
constants. 


And then again (thinking slowly today) a leaky cap would tend to reduce the 
AGC bias with 

increased loading to ground, and would tend to increase the gain of the 
receiver for a given 

signal input. Leads to the common ‘distortion with loud AM signals’ 
syndrome. The audio 

meter would increase in this case when you went to medium from fast, but 
the carrier level 

meter would probably drop a bit. Is this the opposite of what you are 


seeing? If that is the 

case, there may be other problems. (Generally more leaky caps or gassy 
tubes that are AGC 

controlled). 


Enjoy the 390A.. I just did a mechanical cleanout (using Goof-Off, got the 
old dried grease 

out very well, much neater than brake cleaner or such) plus lube of the 
gears and rollers on one 

of mine, and between that and re-alignment of the front panel shaft 
bearings, the main 

tuning will nearly freewheel on rapid spinning. Considerably less torque 
required than 

before, much easier SSB/CW tuning now!

Hi! 


Thought I would write a little bit about callsign prefixes. This does 
include some speculation, and furthe information would be xveryx happily 
received. 


Callsigns predate prefixes by many years. The earliest use goes back 
to landline telegraphy, in which both stations and individuals used two- 
and three-letter combinations for identificaion on the wire. In the case 
of individuals, this was called a "sine" and (along with the word itself) 
is still in some use among radio amateurs today. (For instance, I'm "RJ" 
on CW--it is faster to send than "Bobbi" and less apt to be truncated). 


The very earliest amateurs used "sines;" station H.A.M. on the US East 
coast (previously, Hy-Al-Mu, first two letters of the operators' names) is 
probably the best known. As licensing started, amateur stations were 
issued calls in the form of a number (district ID in many countries) 
followed by 2 or three letters. 


As international work started in the early 1920s, this form led to 
confusion; "2XX" could be a valid amateur call in several countries! So 
amateurs adopted "intermediates," unofficial prefixes (typically the first 
letter of the countrie's name), usually written lower case. Great Britain 
used g, France was £, Canada was c and the United States used u! 


That lasted until international conferences to straighten out the 
confusion; what was a pretty simply-fixed annoyance for amateurs had 
become bedlam for the commercial stations! (They'd been using 
self-assigned "sines," or ship or city names, with inevitable 
duplication). I «think*x this was the 1927 conference--haven't been able 
to confirm. 

Commercials, who had been using largely alphabetic IDs prior to this, 
kept that style. Amateurs were mostly just given the prefix tacked on 
callsigns of the previous form. 


So who got what, and why? The wealthier countries, with plenty of 
radio users and a lot of clout, pretty much took their pick, and left the 
smaller fry to pick over the leavings. 

France kept F; Germany kept D (which makes more sense if you happen to 
speak the language!) and Spain got E (ditto), but shared a bit (EI, etc) 
with Ireland (another one where the xrealx country name counts). Russia 
got R--and since the conference was xafterx the October Revolution, took 
"U" for USSR, too. That left the US out, but ever willing to be taken for 
the whole continent, we got "A;" the US Navy appears to have already been 
using "N" so we kept that'n, too; and for the US commercials, we got "W" 
and K," which nobody else seems to have wanted. Those letters were 
promptly applied to commercial stations--three letters for shore and four 
for ship, with "W" for the US East of the Mississippi and "K" for the 
remainder (and not applied consistently for some years). 

Great Britain and her empire are an interesting case; the UK proper 
kept "G," and another block already in use by a giant communications 
company: "M!" (Gee, guess who?). But most of the rest of the empire was 
assigned various blocks in "V." In that V resides a minor mystery, which 
I'd do better solving if I was sure who was Monarch at the time of the 
conference: V for (Queen) Victoria is a likely guess but the date doesn't 
seem right, unless it was done in memorial. 

This leads to another bit of prefix trivia--in many countries, the 
number in an amateur call denotes a region or district, but not UK calls. 
At one time it was a close guide to the year the call was first granted; I 
don't know if it still is. There is some district ID in UK calls--"GW" is 
Wales, and I think "GS" is Scotland; "GM" is Isle of Man, and I believe 
the Channel Islands (Guernsey, etc.) have distinct prefixes of their own. 
In recent years, "M" prefixes have been granted to UK hams holding 
higher-level licenses.x 

But back to Empire! Not every last bit upon which the sun didn't set 
went along with "V"; for commercial stations, Canada--a huge and 
prosperous country, after all--split up "C" with Chile and Cuba (another 
case of prior use) and some parts that'd broken away (I think--need help 
here) kept or invented their own prefixes, notably New Zeland (ZL) and 
South Africa (ZS?) 

There have been notable exceptions to the internationally-assigned 
prefixes; Tibet (mostly Crown subjects operating) used "AC4" into the 
1930s, for no reason I have been able to find. 

Brazil's "PY" is another small mystery; there was at least as much 
radio work happening there in the '20s as elsewhere in South America and 
probably more, yet the prefix is unlikely to have been first 
choice--unless it was already in use there for some reason. 


So there's my little bit on prefixes. This first draft was done 
without benefit of references, during lunch at work, so it contains 
errors and has undoubtedly left out countries with interesting call-letter 
history and/or assignments--anyone with something to add, please do! 


* Would someone from Great Britain mind a few e-mail exchanges to help me 
sort out A) Names & reigns of the past few Monarchs and B) my 
understanding of the various names applied to that green & pleasant land, 
whole and in various subdivisions? 'Fraid I still don't quite get it.

I went through the same issue a while back, with the hex-hole slugs ina 
number of my 

Hammarlunds. Several procedures were suggested via the BA list, only one 
which I can 

recommend, that being heat. 


About sealants.. some coils have wax applied to 'fix' the core. Remove as 
much as 
possible if visible, with forceps, toothpicks, etc. 


Lubricants.. if it's a ceramic form, this may work ok. If it's the more 
usual IF can 

impregnated paper form, dont.. if that paper core starts to come unglued, 
you will 

have quite a chore in the restoral process, and most likely will end up 
scrapping the coil. 


Force... Never! If the slug won't move, don't take a chance on breaking it. 


Heat.. Works best for me, both with hollow slugs and with slugs with 
embedded screws 

for adjustment. With hollow slugs, wrap some #10 or so wire around a 
soldering iron tip 

if you don't have a tip long enough to reach into the slug. Heat for 5-10 
seconds, then try 

loosening. Repeat, if required, but be wary of melting wax from the core 
that may gum 

up the process. 


My slug problems were more aggrivating in that the "Force" method had been 
applied, 

most likely with steel allen wrenches, resulting in slugs that were cracked 
in several 

pieces, with pieces forced into the paper forms from the excessive force. 


Hints... If the coil is like many IF cans, with a top and bottom slug, 
remove the opposite 

slug to allow access to the stuck one from both ends. Slugs with embedded 
screw-thread 

segments for adjustment can generally have the screw epoxied back onto the 
end of the 

slug should it work lose.

I didn't have to disassemble the gear train, although all the 
mechanical grinding noises I started out with made me think 

I might have to! I did remove the RF deck (simple procedure 
per the manual, but I suggest removing the PTO first) as I had 
to check some caps underside, so access was easier. 


After liberally dribbling the goof-off solvent with an eyedropper 

in all moving parts while rotating the bandswitch and khz 

tuning, my grinding went away. A shot of compressed air, 

followed by another liberal application of 92% 

Isopropyl rubbing alcohol (the better of the two grades commonly 
available at drug stores) released most of the gunk that was never 
really visible. Most of my problems were within the large planetary 
gear mechanism, and a good visual inspection was difficult. 


A light teflon-containing oil lube finished the job. 


Disassembling the gear train is more tedious than difficult. If you ever 
try it, keep lots of notes and drawings. The technical manuals give good 
indications of where the slug rack cams should be in case everything gets 
mis-aligned during the process. The colorful language applied in this 
process 

becomes more frequent and louder should you happen to break any of the 
gear or shaft lock collars. The military should have speced a pouch of 
spares 

to be included on the back panel along with the alignment tools! 


Above all, enjoy! A properly working 390A is something that every BA'er 
should use for a while. Not all folks like them or keep them, but a 390A 
is 

one unit that will always be within arm's reach in my shack!

Jay and the Group, 


The Motorola S---conductor Data Library lists the 1N137A as a silicon 
Signal diode: 36 prv, 1 volt forward drop at 30 ma. I.e., nothing 
special. Any reverse biased diode will function as a varicap, 
especially at the 500 KC IF freq. involved here. I'd stick a garden 
variety signal diode in and see what happens. If it works you may be 
able to hide it in the original can. Rule of thumb is that higher 
current diodes will have larger junction area and higher capacitance 
when reverse biased.

Dave, 


All of the SW-3 info I have indicates that the headphone circuit was in 
the plate circuit of the AF output tube and connected via phone tip 
jacks. I've seen them modified for a phone plug. You probably want to 
worry about B+ thru the headphones if you use a SW3. I've built up a 
little external transformer box to isolate my headphones from the radio 
B+. I bet the switch is a send/receive switch. Again, not stock but if 
a well done job does a nice function. 


Value of a SW3 depends a lot on the coils with it (Check my web page at 
http: //www.io.com/~nielw/index.htm for some help sorting out the 
various SW3 coils.), condition and whether or not the dog house power 
supply is with it. I would think SW3s go for $100 to $350 depending on 
condition, coils and power supply. 


The NC100 is a general coverage set with no bandspread which limits its 
usefulness on the air but it's red and black paint job makes for a good 
looking radio from a time when everything was black wrinkle. The magic 
eye version adds some green to the front that really looks neat. It 
sounds like yours would require an external P/S to get working. My 
guess on a value would be $50 to $100 depending on the sort of repairs 
needed.

Regarding the 
intermediates, for a while hams in the US used two-letter prefixes: n 
for North America and u for United States. I know ‘cause I had a QSL 
card with that designation. Sorry to say I lost the card but I 
remember the call: nu2ASU. 


On another bit of radio trivia, a short "Strays" in one of my 20s 
vintage QSTs revealed the origin of the now-discarded amateur SOS 
Signal of QRRR. It started as QRR with the RR standing for railroad. 
Seems some of the most important emergency work done by hams, 
predating the flood work of the 30s documented by Clinton B. DeSoto, 
was assisting railroads in sending train dispatch orders when the 
lines were down. The May 1926 issue has a cover by 8ZZ showing a 
valiant young ham warming himself at the potbelly stove in the train 
agent's office while the grizzled old dispatcher reads the radiogram 
our hero has just handed him - obviously after fighting foul weather 
and the gloom of night to deliver the message. Great stuff. Return 
with us now to those days of yesteryear... oh, sorry.

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My Motorola book says it's a silicon, general purpose signal diode - 

I would first try replacing it with a general purpose signal diode such 
as the 1N914 or 1N4148, and see how much the BFO freq swings, looking 
for at least +/- 3 kHz. If you have a lot less, you could put two 
signal diodes in parallel for more C, or I'f heard that power 

diodes such as 1N4001's have a fairly high capacitance. 


Of course the right method would be to figure the total C in the BFO 
tank, calculate the coil L from that, and calculate how nuch the 
tank C has to change to shift the freq that much. Then choose 

a varicap diode of the right C for the tuning voltage to be used. 


You may find that the result is a non-linear BFO dial, +1 and -5 kHz 
for equal swings either direction from the center of the pot, no 


matter what diode you use. In the ARR-41 circuit, R301 loads the pot 
to change the shape of the voltage vs rotation curve, and C530 
will also affect the shape. 


I'm not yet willing to admit my second ARR-41 is a basket case 
rather than a round-TUIT project, so not willing to pull the diode 
or part with the case as someone was asking the other day. ;-)
